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THE TIME FOR DECISION 


The Board of Selectmen and the Board of Water 
Commissioners are faced more witha decision about 
the town’s future, than a decision about a fourteen 
inch water main, when they meet in the Town Hall 
tonight to discuss the proposals ofa warehouse com- 
pany which seeks to locate off Ballardvale Street. 

Half a dozen years ago a large section of North 
Wilmington was re~zoned to Industrial, not that there 
was any need for it, but in the faint hope that ‘light- 
ning might strike’ and that industry might locate 
there, 

There was no real good reason to do that rezoning 
at that time, In fact there is still no good reason, 
from a planning standpoint, The area was ideal for 
large estates, of which there are very few in Wil- 
mington, With industry locating there, such a hope 
is defeated, 

Over the years a few smaller industries have 
located in the area, Now the question of water sup- 
plies has arisen, Water needs for Andover Street 
are already acute, because of the few industries 
that are now on that street, and the proposals of the 
warehouse company are bringing the question toa 
head, 

Is Wilmington really going to open up the area 
for industry? If so, the time has come to put in that 
larger water main, and make the area attractive for 
industry. 

That’s the decision that will have to be faced, in 
the Town Hall, tonight, 


YOU MIGHT AS WELL VOTE YES 


The people of Wilmington are being asked to at~- 
tend the Special Town Meeting, Monday night, in the 
High School, and vote for a new library: site, at the 
‘old’ St, Thomas Church site, 

In spite of the fact that there area few questions 
the addition of land from the Grange Hall makes the 
proposition more attractive, The citizen might as 
well support the idea, and vote yes, 

There will be, in the future, some traffic pro- 
blems, 

One thing that can be done, at this time, is to 
aequire from thé Grange Hall Corporation a ‘right 
of way’ across the Grange Hall land, from the park- 
ing lot in back of the old church to Wildwood Street, 
There is already a defacto right of way. 

Church Street, with the High School, has traffic

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No Planning Board meeting 


next Week 


There will be no Planning Board 
meeting next week, The members 
agreed Tuesday evening that they 
‘would attend Monday’s Town Meet- 
ing, to be available for questions, 
if any, and then take a week’s 
vacation, 

The Board voted Tuesday to give 
an adverse recommendation to the 
sixth article in the warrant, which 
proposes to rezone to Industrial 

, land on Lowell Street belonging to 
Lewis and Margaret Carbone, a 
part of the old Pike Farm, 

The members noted that during 
the hearing of two weeks agothere 
had been objections from neigh- 
bors, including one who had pur- 
chased land from the present own- 
er, and that the present owner had 
admitted he had no prospect of a 
new Industry, but was instead ask- 
ing for a re-zoning on a specula~ 
tive basis, 


Sign Discussion 

About an hour was spent in dis- 
cussion with Ed Batten, ofthe Bat- 
ten Brothers Sign Co,, in a dis- 
cussion of the Wilmington by-law 
which governs the erection of signs 
in this town, 

Mr, Batten was on the Reading 
Planning Board for eight years, 
six of which had been chairman, 

He told the Planning Board that 
he considered the part of the by-law 
which governs signs in business 
districts to be unfair, The regu- 
lations for the industrial districts 
were good, he said, except possi- 
bly for the restriction that does 
not allow signs within thirty feet 
of a street, 

He had noted that the Wilming- 
ton Board of Appeals, which has 
to rule on signs in business dis~ 
tricts, has an ‘arbritary’ limita~ 
tion, which, he thought, might be 
a starting point for a discussion 
on. what should: be ing by-law for 
business districts, 

Batten believed that the present 

~by Jaw, where all business district 
signs have to. go to the Board of 
Appeals, presents a peculiar hard- 
ship to new business firms, The 
owner or businessman has to wait 
several weeks for a hearing, and 
then wait for twenty days after the 
decision has been given, because 
of the ‘grace period’ in which the 
decision can be contested, 

They also have to file the deci- 
sion in the Registry of Deeds, in 
Lowell, he noted, 

Some discussion was’ spent on 
esthetic values, and safety, Bat- 
ten said that no two codes were 
the same in any of the 351 towns 
and cities in Massachusetts, and 
that this was probably right, be- 
‘cause every place has its own 
problems. 

He would not cite any town or 
city as having a code that he felt 
Wilmington might possibly con~ 
sider as a standard, But he told 
the board that the National Elec- 
trical Sign Association has devel- 
oped a code, and that the Planning 
Board might want to see a copy, 
which he would be happy to supply. 

Batten proposed that the Plan- 
ning. Boarti sit down with some re~ 
presentative. merchants and per- 
haps a conimittee from the Cham~- 

x. of, Commerce, and have a 

table’ discussion, He would 
‘be pleased to participate, he said, 
if asked to. 


Protest 

A Woburn Street resident pre~ 
sented the members with a writ~ 
ten protest, copies of which were 
for the Town Crier and another 
newspaper. 

The paper presented some argu- 
ments; as he remembered ep 
them, a couple of weeks ago, at 
the Planning Board, and stated that 
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the Town Crier and the other news- 
paper had not been accurate in re- 
porting them, and further that the 
chairman of the Planning Board 
had not been accurate in reporting 
the case to the Board of Selectmen. 

‘Not noted in the protest was the 
remark of Town Manager Sterling 
Morris, who was present a week 


ago when the Woburn Street man 
was discussing the case orally. 
Morris at that time said that he 
had heard the discussion of seve- 
ral weeks ago, and the report that 
the chairman of the Planning Board 
had made to the Selectman, and he 
considered the chairman’s report 
to be accurate. 

The board voted unanimously to 
pay no attention to the protest,
